Jerry J. Hannigan and Charles J. Denny ai 
were Friday morning sentenced by Judge — 
Taylor to serve two years each in the peni- 
temtiary for their confessed participation in 
bribery during their terms as members of 
the house of delegates. e. 

They were immediately placed in jail. Te 
is expected that they will be taken to Jef 
ferson City Saturday morning to beste 
their sentence. 

The two men received their sentence in 
silence and practically alone. They were 
attended in court by their attorney, 
Thomas E. Mulvihill, and by Hannigan’s 
brother, but aside from a few friends 
whom they met in the Four Courts ¢or- 
ridor. they saw no sympathetic faces. 

Both were neatly dressed in new suits, 
and were clean shaven save for their mu@- 
taches. They gave evidence of having 
nerved themselves for the ordeal, and ‘a 
showed no emotion as ttley turned after re- 
ceiving their sentences. 

The cases were called as soon as Ju4ge 
Taylor opened court at 1:6 o'clock. Han-— 
nigan was first. The court reviewed 
the fact that he had been allaw4d to his 
guilty after having his case sent to trial, 
and that, after being allowed te consult 
his wife and friends, had admitted that he 
was gullty of accepting a bribe for his vote 
on the city Nghting bill. He then imposed 
the sentence.

THIS, EXPERTS SAY, INSURES 
BIG BATTLE AT EARLY DATE 


Gen, Rennenkampff, Cannonading the 
Cossacks, Gives Out an Interview 
Praising Japanese Engineering 
Skill, But Declaring They Are Too 
Cautious. 


LONDON, July 22.—According to a specia! 
diapatch from Moscow, the Russky Listok 
of that city confirms the report from Liao 
Yang that the Japanese have broken 
through the Russian left flank and are 
marching on Mukden. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 22.—The most 
startling news from the front is the dis- 
patch from Liao Yang dated July 20, report- 
ing a pers’ tent rumor that the Japanese 
have broh... through the Russian left wing 
between the respective positions of Lieuten- 
Pant-General Count Keller and Gen. Rennen- 
kampff and are marching upon Mukden. 

The report received from Gen. Kuropat- 
kin, bearing the same date, says there has 
been no change of importance in the situa- 
tion, und a’close study of the dates shows 
that the rumor may refer to the Japanese 
advance against Gen. Rennenkampff on the 
Northern Samaitsza-Liao Yang road, when 
they drove the Russians back as far as 
Houtsiatze, 26 miles east of Liao Yang. 

A later dispatch to the Associated Press 
shows that Gen. Herschelmann commanded 
this detachment of Gen. Rennenkampff's 
cavalry and that he turned and took the 
offensive, subsequently compelling the 
Japanese to retire in the direction of Sike- 
van. 

Further but incomplete details of Gen. 
Keller’s attack at Maotien Pass July li 
show that the fight lasted all day and was 
a sanguinary affair. The Sevsky regiment 
rushed eight of the Japanese guns with 
the bayonet, but later were compelled to 
abandon them. 

A Russian detachment which crossed the 
lian river at dawn on the opening of the 
fight discovered a Japanese detachment un- 
der a hill dressed in the Russian uniform 
and hailed the soldiers in Russian as 
friends, but when the Russian got within 
ronge the Japanese opened fire. 


RENNENKAMPOFF SAYS JAPS 
FIGHT TOO CAUTIOUSLY 


LIAO YANG, July 22.—In the course of 
an interesting interview had with him in 
the hospital here by an Associated Press 
correspondent, Gen. Rennenkampf, who 
was recently wounded while reconnoitering 
a Japanese position, coolly criticised the 
Japanese shooting as not up to the mark 
and said the Japanese rely woon the quan- 
tity rather than the quality of the fire. 
‘he general declared that the Japanese 
are over-slow and cautious. This criticism 
may be somewhat discounted, however, by 
the fact that Gen. Rennenkampf?f himself Is 
one of the boldest and most dashing com- 
manders in the Ruseian army. 

Gen. Rennenkampff pald the highest trib- 

ute to the engineering skill of the Japan- 
ese. Their fortifications, he said, are mar- 
vels of completeneSs and are well con- 
structed, located and masked. They freely 
use fleld telephones connecting their bat- 
teries, and have excellent maps, many of 
which have been captured, on which ranges 
are marked. 
‘The Japanese is a cunning and danger- 
ous foe,’’ said Gen, Rennenkampff, ‘“‘but he 
is not awful. He is a slave to system, 
lacking the necessary dash and wiiling- 
ness to take chances that would make him 
a most formidable foe."’

But it is asserted that the packers hare treated the injunc- 
tion with contempt, and it is now “up to” Judge Grosscup 
to say whether ‘he court will punish the rich monopolist for 
contempt as it does a poor striker who disobeys the order to 
refrain from unlawful acts. 

It is a case of “hoist with their own petard.” Monopolists 
have found the power to enjoin a convenient power to invoke 
against strikers. Now they must be taught that if the court 
has power to enjoin Debs or Donnelly not to commit an unlaw- 
ful act, the same power may be exercised to prevent an unlawful 
act by a trust monopolist. The law is no respecter of persons. 

Lawyers may discuss government by injunction and decide 
upon its lawful limitations. But much of the popular interest 
in the matter will evaporate once it is known that it works both 
ways.

“SUCCESS TO FOLK.” 


Some of the fiDe edge was taken off Joseph W. Folk’s victory in the Mis- 
sourlt convention by the success of the machinists in reneminating Cook and 
Allen, two members of the corrupt aud disgraceful administration, who should 
either be driven off the ticket or overwhelmed by Democrats at the polls.

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GEN. WAYNE ACHIEVES GREAT VICTORY 
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Captures Stony Point After Desperate Fight 


Wrom « Letter of Giles Randolph to H. 

Barton, Esq., of This City. 

STONY POINT, N. Y., July 16, 1779. 

Gen. Anthony Wayne, hero of many bat- 
tiefields, further distinguished himeelf by 
storming and capturing Stony Point, a 
strongly fortified hill on the Hudson, hav- 
ing only 15 men killed and 8 wounded, 
while the British lost the fortress and sur- 
rendered 3 officers and men. Gen. Wayne 
Was wounded, but not seriously. Of its 
kind it is the most brilliant achievement 
thus far in a conflict noted for its victo- 
ries after desperate struggles against over- 


“Whelming odds. 


The Continental troops held Stony Point 
wntil three weeks ago, when they were 
driven out by a large force under Gen. 
Ciinton. As the fort commands the Hud- 
gon river, Gen. Washington has been anx- 
fous to retake it, and asked Gen. Wayne to 
lead the enterprise. The latter accepted 
the perilous undertaking with alacrity. 

The hill on which the fort is erected juts 
out into the river, and is conne cted with 
the land by a narrow strip of wellnigh 
impassable marsh, over which lies only 
one pathway. The fort, which is furnished 
with heavy ordnance and garrisoned by 
600 men under Lieutenant-Colonel Johnson 
crowns the hill and commands the river, 
and the surrounding country. On the marsh 
Lalf way between the fort and the main- 
land, there was a double row of abattis. 
Breastworks and powerful batteries could 
rake any columns which might advance 
ever the marsh, while British men of war 
commanded the foot of the hill.

assault depended upon completely surpris- 
ing the enemy. With 120 men chosen from 
the Massachusetts light infantry, we 
marched over mountains and through mo- 
ragses and rendezvoused at 8 o'clock last 
night a mile and a half from the fort.

The van 
of the right column of 150 volunteers, was 
led by Lieutenant-Colonel de Fleury; 
that of the left, also volunteers, 100 strong, 
was commanded by Major Stewart. They 
moved simultaneously to the attack at two 
different points, with unloaded muskets and 
fixed bayonets, followed by our two main 
livisions, the left led by Gen. Wayne in 
person, 

We were undiscovered until within pistol 
shot distance of the pickets, who fired sev- 
eral times. Our advance guard pressed 
forward with the bayonet. The garrison 
were aroused by the roll of drums and the 
ory, “To arms!

Soon guns rattled and cannon roared in 
defense of the fort, but, heedless of mus- 
ketry and grape shot, we forced our way 
through every obstacle until the van of 
ach column met in the center of the 
worke.
